H e r sickness seemed 
to gradually weaken her and as the 
wom an grew more and more help ­ 
less, she becam e despondent.

year-old b o y from her.

The crime for which Alice Mitchell 
would hav e been tried had she been de­ 
clared sane was the killing of Miss 
Freda Ward at Memphis J anuary 3 5 last.

This abnormal affection was noted by 
the married sister of the dead girl, who 
wrote Miai Mitchell’s m<^her, insisting 
that the intimacy be broken off. 
Miss 
Mitchell became moody and distraught. 
She had planned to marry Freda, but 
the brother-in-law learned of the pro­ 
jected elopement and frustrated the 
plans of the two girls. 
The afternoon of J anuary 25 Miss 
Mitchell and Miss Lillie J ohnson were 
out driv ing and drov e up to the broad 
sidewalk around Custom House block, 
leading to the lev ee. 
Coming slowly 
up the steep incline from the riv er 
were Miss Freda Ward and her sister, 
J osephine. 
The y oung ladies were 
soon opposite the carriage chatting 
pleasantly . 
Suddenly 
Miss Mitchell 
sprang from the carriage. 
Grasping 
Miss Ward by the neck she drew a 
bright razor from the folds of her dress 
and drew it across the throat of her 
v ictim, sev ering the jugular v ein.

u p . Bills to the nu mber of 9,67 7 have 
been introdu ced in the hou se and re­ 
ferred to committees. 
Of this nu mber 
2,115 have been rep orted and p laced on 
the calendar, abou t 450 of which have 
p assed the hou se. 
The most im p ortant 
measu re considered by the hou se, ex­ 
cep ting the g eneral ap p rop riation bills, 
w^ere the silver bill, the tariff measu res 
rep orted from the ways and means 
committee, the Chinese exclu sion act, 
the “interm ediate” and army nu rse 
p ension bills, the bill to enforce recip ­ 
rocal commercial relations with Canada, 
the bill increasing the p ay of life 
saving crew's, to establish lineal p romo­ 
tion in the army, for the better control 
of national banks in reg ard to loaning 
money to directors and officers, and to 
add the name of the secretary of ag ri­ 
cu ltu re to the cabinet officers who may 
act as p resident in certain conting en­ 
cies. This bill and the silver bill failed 
in the hou se, as did also the free coin­ 
ag e bill which p assed the senate. The 
several tariff bills p assed by the hou se 
failed in the senate, as did also the bills 
p roviding for the admission of New 
Mexico and Arizona as states. 
Of the 3 ,49 2 bills introduced in the 
senate 1,102 were reported upon by 
committees and 700 of them passed. 
Among the most important measures 
passed by the senate and not acted upon 
by the house were the following: To 
facilitate the claims for arrears of pay 
and bounty for the construction of 
rev enue cutters, two each; the “ pure 
food” bill; the bill to Increase the 
rate of 
pension for

cases 
of deafness; to fix the price of lands en­ 
tered under the desert land laws; to au­ 
thorise the secretary of war to cause a 
surv ey to be made for a ship canal from 
Philadelphia across New J ersey to New 
York bay and the hill for the immigra­ 
tion laws. 
A large number of puhlio 
bnilding and claim hills passed by 
the senate aW failed in the house. 
One hundred and three hills hav e 
passed both houses and been sent

There 
are twenty of these 
hills still under consideration by the 
ex ecutiv e. 
One has been returned to 
the house by its request without sign­ 
ing; two hav e been v etoed—the bill to 
amend the organizing of the circuit 
courts of appeals so as to giv e it juris­ 
diction of certain Indian oases and the 
bill referring the McGarrahan claim to 
the court of priv ate land claims.
